I. Call to Order - The meeting was called to order by John Tronson at 10.05 am 

IJ. Public Comment-Richard Falzone of Off Vine Restaurant shared the challenges he has been 

experiencing for the past year with respect to individuals who are transient, displaying frightening and 
intimidating behaviors, entering his restaurant and impacting his customers. His restaurant is located 
adjacent to a long-standing homeless encampment on Leland Way. Wally Moran echoed similar 
concerns associated with running his restaurant, Wood & Vine. 

III. The meeting notes from April 11, 2018 were reviewed. There were no comments. 

JV. Reports 

A. Staff Report: Morrison updated the committee on developments surrounding the 

potential location of an interim emergency bridge shelter on the city-owned parking lot 
at 1533 Schrader, just south of the YMCA. The Mayor had announced during his State of 
the City address last month that he was setting aside $20M in the city budget to fund at 
least one such shelter in each of the council districts. Morrison mentioned that there 
had been a community open house the previous evening that was well attended. 
Renderings of what the tent structure would look like were on hand for people to look 
at. 

With respect to the concerns raised by the two restaurants who came for public 
comment, Morrison indicated that if they could help identify people who were 
habitually showing up to disrupt operations, she could work with local outreach teams 
to more directly intervene to seek help for people -e.g., substance abuse or mental 
health services. If there is consistent crime pattern, a stay away order can also be 
requested. 


B. Report from Andrews International - Steve Seyler presented his report for the period 4- 
2-18 through 4-29-18. He pointed out that arrests are up over last year by 138%, foot

patrol hours by 75%, business checks have increased 309% and radio calls are down 
10%, which is a welcome trend. 


C. Partner reports - trends and observations 

1. LAPD - Lt. Mike Ling reported that there has been a four percent increase in 
violent crime over this period last year. He pointed out that because there is greater 
enforcement within the METRO system, it may be driving some people out of the 
subway into the streets to commit crimes. LAPD's use of force for the first quarter is up 
25%, which corroborates some of what the BID Patrol has reported, with respect to 
more violent behaviors appearing within the BID on a frequent basis. 


V. New Business - Tronson asked the committee to identify priorities and a "wish-list" for what 
might be incorporated into the new security contract for 2019, The contract will soon go to bid. These 
are the ideas that were presented during the discussion; 

* Greater presence in the District (e.g., possibly through more un-armed bike 
patrols) 

* Later hours - ideally until midnite (perhaps in designated areas) 

* Two person homeless outreach team 

■ More video surveillance cameras 

* Hybrid of unarmed plus armed (armed provides back up) 

* Additional training needed for unique needs of working within this BID
